“For the public schools, policy on controversial {ssues is
defined in terms of the rights of pupils rather than in terms
of the rights of teachers. In the study of controversial issues
in the public schools, the pupil has four rights to be recognized:

(a) “The right to study any controversial issue
which has political, economie, or social signifi-
cance and concerning which (at his level) he
should begin to have an opinion.

“The right to have free access to all relevant in-
formation, including the materials that circulate
freely in the community,

“The right to study under competent instruction
in an atmosphere free from bias and prejudice,

“The right to form and express his own opinions
on controversial issues: without thereby
jeopardizing his relations with 'his teacher or
the school.

“The study of controversial issues is objective and
scholarly, with a minimum emphasis on opinion. The teacher
approaches controversial issues in the classroom in an im-
partial and unprejudiced manner, and must refrain from
using his classroom privileges and prestige to promote a
partisan point of view.

Good teaching of subjects containing controversial issues
requires more skill than most other kinds of teaching and, so
far as possible, only teachers of superior ability are assigned
subjects in which a large body of the material involves con-
